Sub ;—Import of goods by sailing vessels. 

No. 81-ITC (PN)/58.— Attention is invited to the provisions contained In 
Public Notice No. 47-ITC(PN)/58 dated the 29th May, 1958 on the above subject, 
whereby certain goods could be imported from the specified countries by sailing 
vessels without a licence provided the goods arrived at the Indian Ports upto 
the 80th September 1958. 

2. It has now been decided that the concession contained in aforesaid Public 
Notice will be extended for a further period of one month i.e. the goods which 
arrive at the Indian Ports upto the 31st October 1958 will be allowed clearance 
without a licence.
